DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed 
subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the following is 
required: The addition to claim 1 of 8/23/2004 on the last three lines is not supported by the 

specification. 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because new figure 2A, now approved, contains 
unacceptable lettering in the numeral "A". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague as to "a dimension" as several dimensions are possible for a contact 
surface. 

Claim 13 is incorrect as best understood as line contact is not disclosed at the third slide 
element. 

Claim 14 is vague as to the "dimension" as several are possible for a multi-dimensional 
contact surface. 

Claims 15-16 are logically inconsistent as a set must have more than one member in 
order to select therefrom as in -one of a concave and a convex shape-. 
Claims 17-19 are in error as the two slide elements are on opposite sides of the guide 
shoe, not the guide rail.

3. Claims 1-3, 5-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
